NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Heating      Restrictions  Relaxed.^ — The 

inister  of  Fuel  and  Power  has  relaxed 
itil  further  notice  the  prohibitions  on  the 
e  of  fuel  for  central  heating  and  alterna- 
ve  forms  of  heating  in  England,  Wales, 
iid  Scotland.  Night  banking  of  boilers  is 
ill  prohibited. 

Commodity    Insurance    Scheme.  —  The 

oard  of  Trade,  with  the  approval  of  the 
reasury,  has  decided  that  the  rate  of  pre- 
lum payable^  under  any  policy  under  the 
)mmodity  insurance  scheme  for  war  risks 
the  period  June  3  to  September  30  shall 
)ntinue  at  5s.  per  cent,  for  three  months. 

North  British  Branch. — The  annual  re- 
)rt  of  the  North  British  Branch  of  the 
harmaceutical  Society  states  that  books 
id  periodicals  circulated  during  the  year 
imbered  1,317  (town)  and  756  (country), 
embers  in  Scotland  numbered  3,075,  an 
crease  of  seventeen.  About  330  members 
e  serving  in  H.M.  Forces. 

Southport   Pharmacists'    Association.  — 

r.  L.  Moreton  Parry,  Liverpool  (a  member 


of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council), 
addressed  chemists  in  Southport  recently  on 
the  proposed  national  health  service.  Mr. 
Parry  strongly  urged  that  the  nation's 
dispensing  should  continue  to  be  done  in 
chemists'  shops. 

Ten-minute  Papers  at  Nottingham. — At 

the  annual  meeting  of  the  Nottingham 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
May  4,  all  the  officers  were  re-elected,  Mr. 
W.  Lee  presiding  over  a  moderate  attend- 
ance. Four  ten-minute  talks  were  given  by 
Mr.  W.  I.  Gilbert  on  "Problems  of  Post- 
war Pharmacy,"  Mr.  W.  Lamprick  on 
"Jottings,"  Mr.  W.  I.  Appleby  on  "Unity," 
and  Miss  Kay  on  "Observations  on  Hos- 
pital Pharmacy." 

Drug  Supplies  for  India. — Replying  to 
Mr.  Walkden  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
May  II,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  said 
that  India  produced  her  own  requirements 
of  cholera  and  typhoid  vaccine,  and  all 
demands  of  the  Government  of  India  for 
raepacrine,  sulphonamides  and  emetine  for 
civil  purposes  had  been  met.    These  com- 
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pounds  were  imported  and  sold  through  the 
trade,  prices  being  controlled  under  the 
Drugs  Control  Order,  1943. 

Rose-hip    Prospects    in    Scotland. — The 

quantity  of  rose-hips  wanted  for  the 
manufacture  of  rose-hip  syrup  in  Scotland 
this  season  is  140  tons.  The  Medicinal 
Plants  Scheme  collection  centre  in  Hogg 
Street,  Airdrie,  received  seventy  tons  of 
rose-hips  in  1943.  The  secretary  stated 
recently  that  the  price  paid  for  rose-hips 
is  2d.  per  lb.,  dried  hips  being  paid  for 
at  a  slightly  higher  rate;  ijd.  per  lb.  is 
paid  for  fresh  fox-glove  leaves,  more  for 
dried.  Free  transport  by  bus  or  rail  is 
given  if  they  are  packed  in  the  special 
sacks  provided  by  the  collection  centre  and 
tagged  with  the  ofhcial  label. 

Mayo  Pharmaceutical  Association. — At  a 

rneeting  in  Castlebar  on  April  27,  a  resolu- 
tion was  adopted  by  the  Mayo  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  should  be  re- 
quested to  make  representations  to  the 
Minister  for  Justice,  appealing  to  him  to 
instruct  all  county  managers  and  county 
councils  not  to  issue,  to  non-chemist  traders 
in  towns  and- villages  supplied  by  chemists, 
licences  to  sell  poisons  such  as  arsenical 
sheep  dips,  etc.  The  meeting  decided  to 
put  forward  a  candidate  for  the  October 
elections  to  the  council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland,  and  Mr.  N.  A. 
McKane,  M.P.S.I.  (president  of  the  Associa- 
tion), was  unanimously  nominated  as 
candidate. 

Branch  Representatives'  Meeting,  1944.— 

Arrangements  are  being  made  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  to  hold  a  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting  at  the  Waldorf  Hotel, 
Aldwych,  London,  W.C.2,  on  Monday, 
June  12,  commencing  at  10  a.m.  Branches 
have  not  been  invited  to  send  in  motions  for 
discussion,  as  the  Council  feel  that  all  repre- 
sentatives would  wish  to  discuss  the  matters 
arising  from  the  Government's  White  Paper 
on  the  health  services,  which  the  Council 
has  decided  shall  be  discussed  under  the 
following  headings :  Organisation  of  the 
pharmaceutical  service ;  pharmaceutical 
service  in  the  individual  pharmacy ;  devel- 
opment of  the  health  centre  ;  and  remunera- 
tion. Admission  to  the  luncheon  will  be  by 
ticket  only,  to  be  applied  for  not  later  than 
June  5. 

Colostomy  Belts  to  be  Tax-free. — The 

Customs  and  Excise  authorities  have  an- 
nounced a  decision  that  colostomy  belts, 
provided  they  are  covered  by  the  order  of 


a  qualified  medical  practitioner  for  the  needs 
of  a  particular  person,  may  be  supplied  frell 
of  tax:,  whether  or  not  they  are  fitted  witlji 
or  have  provision  for,  surgical  pads,  cupsj 
chutes,  discs  or  plates.  The  words  "witli 
provision  for"  will  cover  all  the  adjuncts 
named  except  pads.  The  effect  of  the  deci 
sions  is  to  amend  the  relevant  paragrapl 
to  read : — 

Belts  designed  solely  for  use  in  cases  of  sacro 
iliac  diseases  and  colostomy. 

Abdominal  belts  fitted  with  surgical  pad: 
or  fitted  or  with  provision  for  surgical  cups 
chutes,  discs  or  plates,  specially  designed  fo 
use  in  cases  of  hernia,  enteroptosis,  or  movabl* 
or  floating  kidney  or  for  post-operative  wear. 

Manchester    N.P.U.     Branch.— At  tht 

annual  meeting  of  the  Manchester  anc 
Salford  Branch  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union,  held  on  May  9,  Mr.  T 
Heseltine  (a  past  chairman  of  the  N.P.U.* 
gave  an  address  on  "  Past  and  Impending 
Pharmaceutical  Events."  He  spoke  of  the 
N.P.U.  War  Distress  Fund,  now  at  ;^25,8oo, 
and  the  penny-in-the-;^i  scheme,  which 
started  in  Manchester.  Mr.  Heseltine  re- 
counted what  had  been  done  by  the  N.P.U. 
to  secure  advantages  for  chemists  in  respect 
of  the  manufacture  of  cosmetics,  the  sale 
of  saccharin  tablets,  blackcurrant  puree,l 
sugar  for  pharmaceutical  purposes,  and 
coupon-free  towels  and  dusters.  The  time 
had  come  for  pharmacists  to  say  that  they 
were  not  the  handmaids  of  anybody,  and 
that  their  service  was  indispensable  to  the 
community. 

Newcastle  Secretary  Retires. — The  twenty* 
second  annual  meeting-  of  the  Newcastl 
District  and  Northumberland  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (forty-seventh  of 
the  local  Association)  was  the  occasion  for 
the  retirement  from  office,  at  his  own  re- 
quest, of  the  secretary  (Mr.  H.  B.  Watkins) 
after  eleven  years'  invaluable  service  to  the 
Branch  and  to  the  Society.  Many  expres- 
sions of  thanks  were  given  to  Mr.  Watkins 
from  both  the  retiring  and  newly-elected 
presidents,  and  from  other  members.  In 
his  reply,  Mr.  Watkins  mentioned  some  of 
the  "highlights"  of  his  term  of  office.  The 
new  officials  of  the  Branch  are :  President, 
Mr.  R.  Bartle;  Vice-president,  Miss  K. 
Bell ;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Hetherington ;  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  R.  Webster,®  4  Mitcham  Crescent, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  7.  It  was  resolved  to 
hold  meetings  monthly  throughout  the 
summer. 

County  Council  to  Distribute  Insulin. — At 

the  annual  meeting  of  the  Twickenham 
Borough  Chamber  of  Commerce,  recently, 
Mr.  Reginald  Goode,  M.P.S.,  36  London 
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(oad,  Twickenham,  drew  attention  to  the 
aking  over  by  the  Middlesex  County 
ouncil,  through  local  councils,  of  the  sale 
f  insulin  throughout  the  county.  Mr. 
roode  said  the  matter  had  been  brought 
0  his  notice  for  the  first  time  that  day,  and 
howed  that  business  which  chemists  had 
one  for  years  was  being  taken  from  them, 
litherto,  when  a  person  required  insulin  he 
3cured  a  prescription,  which  was  dispensed 
Dr  him  by  a  chemist.  He  had  been  in- 
)rmed  by  the  relieving  officer  that,  in 
iture,  insulin  would  be  supplied  by  the 
^cal  authority,  which  would  hold  the  stocks, 
hemists  would  thus  forfeit  the  privilege 
ey  had  enjoyed  of  supplying  insulin  to 
eir  customers. 

Diets  for  Patients  with  Stomach  Ulcers. — 

he  Ministry  of  Food,  in  co-operation  with 
le  Ministry  of  Health,  has  issued  a  twelve- 
ge  pamphlet  giving  diets  suitable  for 
tients  with  ulcers  of  the  stomach  and 
odenum.  The  pamphlet  contains  general 
les  for  feeding ;  points  to  observe  in  plan- 
ng  diets ;  a  week's  menus  for  patients 
ho  have  recovered  from  the  acute  stage  of 
ptic  ulcer;  recipes  for  dishes  in  such 
enus  ;  a  week's  menus  suitable  for  patients 
hen  symptoms  due  to  the  ulcer  have 
tirely  or  almost  entirely  disappeared ; 
cipes  for  such  menus ;  and  finally  notes 
r  the  physician.  A  copy  of  the  pamphlet 
being  sent  to  every  general  practitioner, 
d  distribution  is  also  being  made  to  hos- 
tal  staffs.  The  pamphlet  is  not  available 
the  general  public,  but  persons  profes- 
onally  concerned  may  obtain  copies  on 
oplication  to  the  Public  Relations  Divi- 
on,  Ministry  of  Health. 

Increased  Tax-evasion  Penalties.— Heavier 
snalties  for  offences  connected  with  the 
urchase  tax  are  proposed  in  the  Finance 
ill  now  before  Parliament.  The  fine  for 
tiling  to  comply  with  certain  requirements 
dating  to  the  furnishing  of  information 
id  the  keeping  of  accounts  is  raised  from 
50  to  ;^ioo,  with  a  further  imposition  of 
[o  a  day  while  the  failure  to  act  continues, 
or  evasion  of  the  tax  the  Bill  provides  a 
snalty  of  ;^50o  or  treble  the  amount  of 
IX,  whichever  is  the  greater,  or  a  term  of 
aprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  or 
oth.  Persons  who  deal  in  goods  and  have 
ason  to  believe  that  the  tax  will  be 
aded  will  be  liable  to  the  same  fine,  but 
t  to  imprisonment.  With  regard  to  small 
jsinesses,  the  Bill  provides  that  an  Order 
in  be  made  suspending  the  provision  ex- 
uding from  registration  for  purchase  tax 
jrposes   wholesalers   and  manufacturers 


whose  sales  have  not,  on  the  average,  ex- 
ceeded ;/^2,ooo  a  year.  There  is,  however,  a 
clause  giving  the  Commissioners  power  to 
except  a  person  from  registration  where 
tax  on  his  purchases  would  be  not  less 
than  tax  on  his  sales. 

I.D.A.  Price  Action. — Following  meetings 
held  recently,  the  committee  of  the  Irish 
Drug  Association  has  issued  a  report,  which 
states : — 

Acting  on  the  unanimous  decision  of  the 
annual  meeting  that  all  proprietary  medicines, 
particularly  those  that  are  Part  I  poisons,  should 
bear  a  minimum  profit  margin  of  33 J  per  cent., 
the  committee  approached  the  manufacturers 
of  Famel  syrup  for  an  adjustment  of  prices  to 
show  this  margin.  After  considerable  corre- 
spondence, the  manufacturers  finally  refused  to 
meet  the  request.  By  way  of  concession,  they 
offered  to  extend  the  10  per  cent,  quantity  dis- 
count to  quantities  purchased  direct.  This  con- 
cession, in  view  of  the  shortage  of  supplies, 
would  not  bring  the  profit  margin  to  33 J  per 
cent.  The  committee  therefore  feels  that  the 
quantity  discounts  should  not  be  altered,  and 
that  the  line  must  bear  33J  per  cent,  irre- 
spective of  quantity  discount.  Hence  the  retail 
prices  of  Famel  syrup  are  now  advanced  from 
2S.  to  2s.  3d.  and  from  3s.  6d.  to  4s.  (costing  i8s. 
and  3 IS.  6d.  respectively).  Your  loyal  co-opera- 
tion and  support  is  asked  in  this  matter,  and 
you  are  again  reminded  that  this  line  is  a  Part  I 
poison  and  may  not  be  sold  except  in  shops 
keeping  open  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Irish  Chemists'  Golf. — The  Irish  Chemists' 
Golfing  Society  held  its  first  outing  of  the 
1944  season  at  the  Hermitage  Golf  Club, 
CO.  Dublin,  on  April  23,  when  competitions 
were  played  off  for  prizes  presented  by 
A.  de  St.  Dalmas  &  Co.  (Ireland),  Ltd., 
Coty,  Ltd.,  and  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd. 
An  eighteen-holes  strokes  competition  was 
won  by  Mr.  Joe  (T.  J.)  Lynch,  with  76  net, 
Mr.  Frank  Roche  being  second  with  77  net. 
A  nine-hole  bogey  competition  was  won  by 
Mr.  J.  Hurson,  with  the  captain  (Mr.  S.  J. 
Savage)  second.  The  winner  of  the  Erasmic 
cup  was  Mr.  M.  Costelloe.  The  captain 
presided  later  at  a  supper  in  the  clubhouse, 
at  which  the  prizes  were  presented  by 
Mr.  A.  W.  Hughes  (managing  director, 
St.  Dalmas,  Ltd.).  Referring  to  the  death 
of  the  Society's  former  treasurer  (Mr.  R.

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IN  THE  COURTS 

Pharmacy  Act  Fines. — At  Manchester 
County  police  court,  on  April  12,  H.  Lee, 
160  Walkden  Road,  Walkden,  was  sum- 
moned by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for 
selling  Do-Do  tablets,  a  preparation  con- 
taining a  scheduled  poison,  the  vendor  not 
being  an  authorised  seller,  and  the  package 
not  bearing  the  seller's  name  and  address. 
Fines  totalling  £z  were  imposed. 

Camera    at    Excessive    Price. — At  Ayr 

sheriff  court,  on  May  3,  Morris  Markson, 
18  New  Bridge  Street,  Ayr  (secretary;  Bute 
Gift  Co.,  Ltd.),  was  fined  ^15,  with  the 
option  of  sixty  days'  imprisonment  for 
having  sold  a  pocket  camera  and  portrait 
attachment  at  above  the  maximum  price. 
Accused  had  a  previous  conviction  for  a 
similar  offence. 

Doctor's  D.D.A.  Offence. — At  Lincoln, 
recently,  Dr.  Robert  William  Dunn,  Lindum 
Terrace,  was  fined  a  total  of  ;^5o  and 
ordered  to  pay  i6s.  costs  for  failing  to 
keep  records  of  supplies  of  cocaine  hydro- 
chloride obtained  by  him  from  chemists, 
or  of  quantities  issued  by  him  to  persons 
unknown.  A  detective-inspector  stated 
that  he  had  formed  the  opinion,  from  the 
excessive  quantities  purchased,  that  the 
doctor  was  a  drug  addict.  There  were 
sixteen  summonses  altogether  against  him, 
and  he  asked  that  a  further  fifty-six  cases 
should  be  taken  into  consideration. 

INQUESTS 

Thallium  Idiosyncrasy.  At  an  inqilest  in 
Dublin,  recently,  a  verdict  .that  death  was 
due  to  an  accident,  and  that  the  doctor  was 
in  no  way  to  blame,  was  returned  on  an 
eight-year-old  child  sufferer  from  ringworm, , 
who  had  been  treated  with  thallium  at  the 
Children's  Hospital,  Dublin.  The  child 
developed  inflammation  of  the  brain  and 
died  from  heart  failure.  At  the  inquest,  a 
doctor  stated  that  he  had  administered  to 
the  child  178  mgm.  of  thallium,  a  drug 
which  had  cured  thousands  with  the  same 
complaint. 

Army  Medical  Attention  Criticised.—At 

an  inquest  at  Lancaster,  on  April  26,  the 
deputy  coroner  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
Army  authorities  would  hold  a  thorough 
inquiry  by  a  competent  authority  into  the 
death  of  a  serving  member  of  the  Royal 
Corps  of  Signals,  whose  death  resulted 
from  poisoning  by  a  drug  of  the  aspirin 
group.  The  deputy  coroner  said  he  felt 
that,  if  more  prompt  and  continuous  medi- 
cal attention  had  been  given,  the  sequel 


might  have  been  different.  The  deac 
soldier  was  stated  to  have  taken  sixt} 
aspirin  tablets  after  being  an  absentee  fron 
his  unit,  and  a  captain  in  the  Royal  Arm^ 
Medical  Corps  said  that  treatment  foi 
headaches  had  been  given  him  for  some 
time.  After  the  poisoning  he  found  m 
symptoms  of  the  kind  he  would  hav( 
expected  from  acute  aspirin  poisoning 
A  pathologist  stated  that  it  was  possible 
the  onset  of  the  symptoms  of  aspirin  poison 
ing  might  have  been  delayed,  but  he  waJ 
surprised,  having  heard  the  story,  thai 
there  were  no  earlier  symptoms.

After  Mr.  Linstead's  spirited 
rotest  on  this  subject  in  the  House  of 
ommons,  the  Joint  Parliamentary  Secre- 
ry  to  the  Ministry  stated,  with  tradi- 
onal  meiosis,  that  "it  was  not  possible  to 
nsult,  in  the  full  meaning  of  the  term, 
e  C.P.W.C."  The  deduction  is  that  the 
entral  Pharmaceutical  War  Committee 
as  consulted  in  a  Pickwickian  sense — or, 
you  describe  the  situation,  was  "en- 
rely  ignored."  After  this  parliamentary 
isode  it  is  cold  comfort  to  read  that  in 
rtain  contingencies  the  Ministry  "would 
ake  every  endeavour "  to  inforpi  and  con- 
It  the  C.P.W.C.  Assuming  that  the  ad- 
ress  of  the  Committee  had  not  by  this 
me  been  lost  at  the  Ministry,  and  that 
mmunication  between  them  was  not 
terrupted  by  higher  priority,  the  question 
ises:  in  what  "meaning  of  the  term" 
ould  consultation  be  vouchsafed  ?  This  is 
matter  of  importance.  There  seems  to  be 
revalent  in  some  official  circles  a  dim  idea 
at  the  country  is  already  in  possession  of 
he  benefits  envisaged  in  roseate  hues  in 
he  White  Paper  on  a  National  Health  Ser- 
ice.  Such  optimism  is  dangerous.  The 
/ar  has  yet  to  be  won ;  and,  as  you  point 
ut,  the  possibility  of  a  widespread  epi- 
emic  in  its  sixth  winter  is  a  menace  not  to 
»e  overlooked.  What  will  happen  if  the 
olume  of  National  Health  Insurance  dis- 
>ensing  suddenly  increases  threefold  or 
Ourfold?  Will  it  be  of  any  avail  to  con- 
lude  then  that  the  Ministry  of  Labour  is 
much  to  blame"  for  a  breakdown? 

rom  the  South-west 

The  reports  of  meetings  held  at  Plymouth 
nd  Torquay  (p.  524)  are  of  value  both  for 
vhat  they  contain  and  as  showing  that 
pharmacists  are  working  in  earnest  on  the 
uggested  National  Health  Service.  These 
tudies  form  a  timely  preparation  for  the 
lelegates'  meetings  already  arranged.  As 
3r.  Tait  remarked  at  Edinburgh  (p.  525), 
here  is  not  much  direct  reference  to  phar- 
nacy  in  the  White  Paper;  this  fact,  how- 
ver,  need  not  prevent  pharmacists  from 
naking  their  plans  in  readiness  for  pre- 


sentation to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  In 
both  the  discussions  mentioned  the  con- 
stitution and  functions  of  the  proposed 
Central  Pharmaceutical  Board  were  natur- 
ally given  prominence.  We  may,  I  trust, 
assume  that  if  formed  it  would  consist  en- 
tirely of  pharmacists,  on  the  analogy  of 
the  proposed  Central  Medical  Board.  A 
difference  between  the  Plymouth  recom- 
mendations and  those  of  Torquay  concern- 
ing the  opening  of  new  pharmacies  is  of 
interest :  Plymouth  would  have  compulsory 
limitation,  Torquay  a  "conditional  direc- 
tion" without  control.  As  noted  a  few 
weeks  ago  in  this  section,  the  recommenda- 
tion of  dispensing^ "  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  a  pharmacist"  is  lacking  in  fore- 
sight :  it  will,  I  suggest,  be  better  to  press 
for  the  reservation  of  all  dispensing  to 
pharmacists,  with  dilution  of  qualified 
staff,  if  that  is  found  to  be  necessary,  as  a 
temporary  expedient  under  strictly  defined 
conditions.  The  negotiators  of  the  present 
day  are  not  bound  by  what  happened  in 
191 1,  a  date  now  thirty- three  years  distant. 

A  Reference  to  Publicity 

A  rather  cryptic  reference,  in  the  draft 
report  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council,  to  the  absence  of  arrangements 
"for  making  known  outside  pharmaceutical 
circles  the  work  and  views  of  the  Society" 
(p.  527)  discloses  something,  though  not 
much,  on  a  controversial  subject.  What  has 
come  to  be  known  as  public  relations  is  not 
so  simple  a  matter  as  it  may  at  first  sight 
appear.  A  few  weeks  ago  "The  Times" 
published  an  informative  article  on  the  pub- 
lic relations  officers  of  Government  depart- 
ments. The  work  of  these  civil  servants  was 
analysed  as  (i)  public  instruction — e.g.  in 
booklets  and  posters ;  (2)  conveying  news 
and  information;  (3)  explaining  depart- 
mental policy;  (4)  informing  departments 
about  the  state  of  public  opinion.  "^If," 
wrote  the  anonymous  contributor,  "there  is 
imperfect  interchange  of  thought  between 
government  and  people,  the  quality  of 
democratic  life  declines."*  There  are  more 
differences  between  the  functions  of  a 
British  Government  and  those  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  than  I  have  space  to 
indicate.  It  is  true  that,  as  a  statutory 
body,  the  Society  has  certain  public  duties. 
But  its  contacts  with  the  general  public  are 
limited.  Do  pharmacists  want  nation-wide 
publicity  from  a  professional  standpoint? 
If  so,  the  branches  of  the  Society  had  better 
make  their  wishes  known.  Xrayser

BRAZILIAN  DEVELOPMENTS 

The  subject  of  Brazilian  industrial  develop- 
ment is  considered  in  detail  by  L.  S.  Glass, 
in  the  "Canadian  Commercial  Intelligence 
Journal"  (April  i,  p.  280).  Great  industrial 
changes  have  occurred  in  that  country  as 
the  direct  or  indirect  result  of  the  war. 
An  outstanding  development  is  the  na- 
tional steel  industry,  financed  largely  by 
the  Brazilian  Government.  Aniline  dyes 
are  being  manufactured,  and  a  glass  factory 
which  is  expected  to  be  able  to  supply  the 
country's  needs  is  nearly  finished.  Brazil 
has  always  had  a  nucleus  of  a  diamond- 
cutting  and  polishing  industry,  and  is  one 
of  the  world's  greatest  sources  of  supply 
for  precious  and  semi-precious  stones.  Five 
years  ago  there  were  less  than  150  cutters 
and  polishers  in  Brazil;  now  over  3,000 
are  in  constant  employment.

At 
present,  for  technical  reasons,  it  may  prove 
easier  to  produce  Marfanil  in  much  larger 
amounts  than  penicillin,  and  thus,  even 
although  the  former  is  less  effective,  further 
investigation  of  Marfanil  is  indicated.  It  is 
possible  that  penicillin  used  in  conjunction 
with  Marfanil  may  give  better  results  than

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NORTH  LONDON  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  North  London 
Pharmaceutical  Association  and  North 
Metropolitan  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  held  on  May  2,  was  preceded  by 
a  supper.  The  following  officers  were 
elected:  President  and  Chairman,  Mr.  T.  C. 
N.  Booth;  Vice-chairman,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Spencer;  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  E.  Footitt, 
28  Hill  Rise,  Potters  Bar.  An  appreciation 
was  paid  by  Mr.  Booth  to  the  retiring 
chairman  (Mr.  L.  Hayward)  for  the  work 
he  had  accomplished  for  pharmacy  during 
his  six  difficult  years  of  office.  Mr.  Hayward, 
he  said,  had  given  freely  of  his  time  and 
energy,  and  all  wished  him  success  in  his 
candidature  for  the  Council  election. 
Delegates  were  appointee!  to  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  conference  and  the 
Society's  Branch  Representatives'  meeting, 
and  it  was  agreed  to  call  special  meetings 
to  consider  the  agendas  for  these  confer- 
ences. A  collection  made  on  behalf  of  the 
Benevolent  Fund  realised  ^8  9s.  6d. 

Discussion  then  took  place  on,  first,  "The 
Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail  Phar- 
macy," introduced  by  Mr.  Noble  (joint 
secretary  of  the  R.P.J.I.C.),  and  "Phar- 


macy Under  a  National  Health  Service, 
introduced  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Stewart  (secr'e 
tary,  Middlesex  Pharmaceutical  Commit 
tee).  Mr.  Noble  described  the  difficultie 
encountered  in  formulating  an  agreemen 
on  wages  and  working  conditions  in  retai 
pharmacy,  Mr.  Ross-Mansell  taking  up 
the  argument  and  impressing  upon  em 
ployers  that  any  wages  agreement  mad 
should-  bear  a  relationship  to  payments  fo 
dispensing  under  a  national  health  service. 

Mr.  Rowe  asked  the  speaker  if  he  coul 
give  the  numerical  proportion  of  employee 
represented  by  the  J.I.C.  This  Mr.  Nobl 
was  unable  to  do. 

Mr.  Stewart  laid  down  certain  funda 
mentals  upon  which  he  considered  pharm'a 
cists  should  be  agreed.  These  were  that  a 
dispensing  should  be  done  by  pharmacists 
that  hospital  and  retail  pharmacists  should 
present  a  united  front,  that  the  presence  o 
pharmacists  on  all  health-service  com 
mittees  was  essential;  that  the  patient 
should  be  able  to  get  his  medicine  either 
from  a  centre  or  a  shop,  and  finally  that 
a  retention  fee,  plus  a  dispensing  fee,  would 
provide  a  better  basis  of  remuneration. 


INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 


North-west  Conference  of  Committee 
Clerks. — Clerks  of  Health  Insurance  Com- 
mittees of  the  North-west,  meeting  in 
conference  at  Blackpool  on  May  5,  were 
welcomed  by  Alderman  D.  J.  Bailey,  J. P., 
M.P.S.  (chairman,  Blackpool  Insurance 
Committee),  who  commended  the  work 
done  by  these  officials  in  safeguarding  the 
practices  of  men  in  the  Forces. 

Doctors  to  Receive  Services  Medical 
Reports. — The  Department  of  Health  for 
Scotland  has  intimated  that  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  appropriate  Ser- 
vices departments  for  the  supply  to  doctors, 
through  Insurance  Committees,  of  medical 
reports  of  persons  discharged  from  the 
Forces  and  from  the  auxiliary  services  on 
medical  grounds,  provided  that  the  patients 
have  consented  to  the  issue  of  the  reports. 

Bath. — The  Ministry  of  Health  has 
announced  its  decision  in  a  dispute  between 
the  local  Insurance  and  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  on  the  question  of  the  operation 
of  a  rota  for  the  period  6-7  p.m.  on  week 
evenings.  The  Minister  states  that,  after 
careful  consideration  of  all  the  relevant 
factors,  he  has  determined  that  the  phar- 
maceutical service  in  Bath  between  those 


hours,  shall  be  provided  by  means  of  the 
rota  prepared  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee. He  adds  a  request  to  the  two  com- 
mittees to  observe  carefully  the  working 
of  the  rota  during  the  next  few  months  with 
a  view  to  considering  whether  any  altera- 
tions of  detail  are  desirable.

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PERFUMERY  INDUSTRY  RECONSTRUCTION 


The  perfumery  and  toilet  preparations 
industry  has  prepared  a  comprehensive 
report  on  post-war  reconstruction,  which 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trade. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  report,  which 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Per- 
fumery and  Toilet  Preparations  Manu- 
facturers' Section,  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Perfumery  and  Toilet  Pre- 
parations Export  Group,  and  the  Cosmetic 
and  Toilet  Preparations  Trade  Association 
of  Great  Britain,  does  not  in  any  way  re- 
present decisions  by  the  Board  of  Trade, 
its  contents  being  recommendations  only. 
The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  conclu- 
sions and  recommendations  of  the  special 
committee  responsible  for  the  report : — 

The  post-war  potentialities  of  the  per- 
fumery and  toilet  preparations  industry 
are  great,  both  in  the  home  and  export 
fields.  The  early  realisation  of  these  poten- 
tialities depends  in  the  main  upon,  first, 
the  re-establishment  of  manufacturers  in. 
their  own  factories ;  and,  secondly,  the 
restoration  of  a  full  supply  of  raw  materials 
and  packaging  materials.  Almost  all  other 
post-war  problems  of  the  industry  turn  on 
these  two  factors  and  the  most  valuable 
assistance  which  the  Government  could 
give  to  the  industry,  in  its  planning  for  the 
future,  would  be  some  guidance  as  to  the 
time  likely  to  be  needed  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  these  two  paramount  necessities. 
During  the  transitional  period  until  they 
are  accomplished,  the  continuance  of  some 
degree  of  control,  both  of  home  and  export 
trade,  is  in  the  Committee's  view  essential, 
even  though  it  involves  control  at  a  rate 
above  loo  per  cent,  of  pre-war  supply,  if 
irreparable  harm  is  not  to  be  done  to  the 
industry. 

Decontrol  and  Deconcentration  ' 

Control  is  at  present  on  a  basis  which  is 
reasonably  fair  to  all  parties  and  which 
does  justice  to  the  sacrifices  made  by  the 
manufacturers  who  have  concentrated. 
Whilst  therefore  urging  that  decontrol 
should  be  effected  as  speedily  as  possible, 
and  every  assistance  given  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  firms  to  re-establish  themselves  in 
their  individual  factories,  the  Committee 
recommend  that  control  under  licences  as 
now  operating  should  be  continued,  at  pro- 
gressively increasing  rates  of  supply,  until 
all  manufacturers  are  in  a  position  to 
resume  full-scale  production. 

This  will  afford  mathematical  justice, 
but  may  not  afford  practical  justice  to  all, 


especially  to  the  concentrated  firms  wh( 
cannot  immediately  re-establish  themselve; 
in  their  own  premises.  The  possibility 
should  be  examined  of  making  recommenda 
tions  in  individual  cases  to  ameliorate  hard 
ships  or  difficulties,  notably  possible  lacli 
of  resources  of  small  firms  to  enable  then 
to  take  their  full  share  of  their  opportunities 
No  new  manufacturers  should  be  allowed 
to  start  up  until  complete  deconcentratior 
and  decontrol  is  effected.  Those  who  de 
concentrate  should  continue  to  enjoy  the 
preferential  licensing  rate  and  other  rights 
of  concentrated  firms  until  complete  de 
control  is  effected. 

Export  Policy 

All  quantitative  control  of  exports, 
cept  to  occupied  Europe  and  the  Far  East, 
should  be  withdrawn  immediately  on  the 
cessation  of  hostilities  or,  if  possible, 
earlier;  and  unrestricted  shipments  to 
Europe  and  the  Far  East  should  be  per- 
mitted as  soon  as  foodstuffs  and  clothing 
no  longer  demand  priority.  Until  decon 
centration  is  effected,  exports  should  be 
confined  to  existing  export  quota  holders 
subject  only  to  the  addition  of  firms  who 
were  bona  fide  manufacturers  before  the 
war  and  who  can  show  that  they  hav 
special  opportunities  in  the  export  field.  • 

Overseas  countries — Empire  and  foreign. 
— should  be  urged  to  keep  their  trade 
barriers  only  to  the  level  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  their  standards  of ,  living, 
The  Government  should  recognise  that, 
nevertheless,  circumstances  may  compel 
British  firms  to  undertake  packaging  or 
even  complete  manufacture  in  some  over- 
seas markets  and  should  give  facilities  for 
materials  to  be  sent  out.  Co-operation  ill 
local  packaging  where  it  is  inevitable  should 
be  encouraged.  Early  travel  facilities  should 
be  granted  to  higher  executives  for  the 
establishment  or  renewal  of  personal  con 
tacts  overseas.  British  Government  com 
mercial  representation  overseas  should  be 
of  the  highest  possible  standard.  Machinery 
should  be  put  into  force  as  soon  as  possible 
for  the  restoration  of  full  protection  of 
British  trade  marks  and  patents,  and  full 
enjoyment  of  British-owned  factories  and 
shareholdings  in  enemy-occupied  countries. 

Raw  materials  should  be  made  available 
as  rapidly  as  possible,  subject  only  to  such 
control  as  is  necessary  to  ensure  fair  shares , 
of  supplies  of  those  materials  which  cannot 
immediately  be  made  available  in  fuU!j 
quantity.    It  shovild  be  borne  in  mind' 
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A^ays  that,  in  volume,  the  raw  materials

The  Committee  do  not  anticipate  difii-

The 
Dmmittee  urge  that  firms  which  have  con- 
ntrated  but  have,  owing  to  bombing  or 
her  exceptional  causes,  no  premises  to 
turn  to,  should  be  given  special  assistance 
finding  new  premises  in  the  areas  which 
ley  consider  essential  to  the  satisfactory 
)nduct  of  their  business. 
The  Committee  are  concerned  at  the 
imaging  effect  of  purchase  tax  if  con- 
nued  in  its  present  form.    From  the 
dustry's  point  of  view,  a  complete  aboli- 


tion of  purchase  tax  in  any  form  is  most 
desirable.  If,  however,  some  form  of  tax 
on  consumer  goods  is  inevitable,  a  tax 
applicable  at  a  uniform  and  low  rate  on  all 
consumer  goods  of  a  kind  already  subject 
to  purchase  tax  would  be  greatly  preferable 
to  the  existing  system  of  varying  rates, 
which  would  be  unfairly  punitive  and  dis- 
criminatory against  toilet  preparations  in 
peace-time. 

The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
there  will  be  no  need  for  Government  inter- 
vention in  any  form  of  price  control  pro- 
vided the  existing  provisions  of  the  Goods 
and  Services  Price  Control  Act  are  con- 
tinued until  restrictions  of  supplies  on  toilet 
preparations  are  removed.  On  the  contrary, 
the  main  problem  is  likely  to  be  that  of 
price  cutting,  which  it  is  felt,  however,  is 
a  matter  for  the  industry  itself  to  handle. 
The  Committee  also  stress  the  danger  of 
inflated  prices  of  raw  materials,  containers, 
etc.,  after  the  war.

Practical  Issues 

The  plan  originated  from  a  request  made 
by  the  Board  of  Trade,  acting  in  accordance 
with  the  Government's  declared  policy  of 
planning  for  the  rehabilitation  of  British 
industry  in  the  post-war  period,  for  the 
views  of  the  toilet  preparations  industry 
"on  the  problems  of  the  industry  in  the 
immediate  post-war  period  of  reconstruc- 
tion." The  industry  was  requested  to 
concentrate  on  the  practical  issues  which 
would  arise  immediately  upon  an  armistice. 
It  was  asked  to  assume  that  raw  materials 
would  be  freely  available  and  to  give 
particular  attention  to  the  export  trade. 
A  special  committee,  with  Mr.  L.  J.  Matchan 
as  chairman,  was  appointed  by  the  Per- 
fumery and  Toilet  Preparations  Manufac- 
turers' Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  the  Cosmetic  and  Toilet 
Preparations  Trade  Association,  the  two 
main  organisations  concerned  with  the 
manufacturing  side  of  the  industry.  This 
committee  is .  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
production  of  a  comprehensive  and  practical 
report  which  the  Government  departments 
concerned  will  no  doubt  find  exceedingly 
valuable  as  a  working  guide  to  the  industry. 
It  is  understood  that  a  further  report, 
dealing  in  detail  with  raw  materials  as  well 
as  factory  space  and  labour,  will  be  pre- 
sented as  soon  as  possible. 

Export  Trade 

It  would  be  reasonable  to  divide  the 
problems  with  which  the  report  is  concerned 
into  two  main  sections,  export  trade  and 
the  home  market,  but  it  is  realised  that  the 
one  is  to  a  considerable  extent  dependent 
on  the  other.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
export  potentialities  of  the  toilet  prepara- 
tions industry  are  extremely  important 
from  a  national  point  of  view,  and  the 
rehabilitation  of  these  markets  will  be  of 
primary  concern  after  the  war.  The 
committee  points  out  in  this  connexion 
that  perfumery  and  toilet  preparations 
bring  a  high  return  in  overseas  currency 
in  relation  to  the  cost  of  labour  and  ma- 
terials used  and  the  small  amount  of 
shipping  involved.  One  interesting  sugges- 
tion made  by  the  committee  is  that 
although  quantitative  control  should  be 
removed  immediately  after  the  war,  ex- 
portation should  be  controlled  by  means  of 
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licensing  only  the  export  of  approved 
manufacturers'  goods  (i.e.,  the  goods  of 
those  who  had  been  granted  export  quotas 
and  any  others  who  were  exporting  before 
the  war)  until  complete  freedom  of  action 
in  the  home  trade  is  restored.  This  policy 
would  have  due  regard  to  the  claims  of 
firms  which  can  show  that  they  were  estab- 
lished hona-fide  manufacturers  and  can 
market  lines  specially  suitable  for  the 
export  field.  The  questions  of  trade  barriers 
and  trade  .marks  have  been  closely  exam- 
ined by  the  committee  and  valuable 
suggestions  are  made  to  cope  with  these 
problems.  The  last  sentence  in  the  section 
dealing  with  export  is  perhaps  the  most 
important  in  the  whole  report,  and  might 
with  considerable  advantage  be  adopted 
as  the  guiding  principle  in  export  trade  by 
all  concerned  in  this  important  post-war 
work.  The  sentence  reads  as  follows:  "If 
it  is  to  achieve  maximum  success  in  the 
export  field  the  trade  must  realise  that  only 
by  being  first  with  the  best  can  it  obtain 
world-wide  acceptance." 

The  Home  Market 

That  part  of  the  report  which  deals  with 
the  home  trade  covers  many  aspects  and 
raises  many  problems.  The  question  of 
decontrol  and  deconcentration,  for  exam- 
ple, is  discussed  at  length,  and  valuable 
suggestions  are  made.  Immediate  and 
complete  decontrol  before  full  manufactur- 
ing facilities  are  available  to  all  would,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  committee,  result  in 
chaos,  but  control  in  the  immediate  post- 
war period  must  be  constructive  rather 
than  restrictive.  Progressive  stages  of 
increasing  supply  under  licence  on  the 
present  basis  until  complete  freedom  of 
action  is  available  is  recommended  with 
consideration  to  individual  cases  where 
hardship  would  result.  The  transitional 
period  of  decontrol  and  deconcentration 
should  be  as  short  as  possible.  On  the 
question  of  purchase  tax  an  immediate 
abolition  of  the  tax  would  be  desirable,  but, 
failing  this,  an  all-round  sales  tax  at  a  low 
rate  would  be  preferred.  Raw  materials, 
the  committee  states,  are  the  key  to  the 
successful  rehabilitation  of  the  perfumery 
and  toilet  preparations  industry  and  a 
theoretical  assumption  that  raw  materials 
would  be  freely  available  would,  in  the 
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Opinion  of  the  committee,  lead  nowhei 
A  useful  hint  is  given  to  those  who  wl 
be  responsible  for  dividing  up  such  ra! 
materials  among  the  industries  claimii 
them  by  pointing  out  that  the  war-tir 
idea  that  perfumery  and  toilet  preparatio 
must  come  after  other  products  will  i 
longer  suffice.  The  industry,  it  is  emp' 
sised,  should  have  a  share  consistent  wi 
the  contribution  its  products  make  to  t 
standard  of  living  and  general  prosperi 
of  the  nation.  As  already  noted,  this  rep

Dangerous  Drugs  Control 

E  of  the  few  abiding  achievements  of  the

I  There  isj  it  may  be  hoped,  no  real  need 
pessimism  as  to  the  future,  for  undoubt- 
y  one  of  the  earliest  fruits  of  an  Allied 
tory  will  be  a  general  tightening  of  the 


international  machinery  for  the  control  of 
narcotic  manufacture  and  distribution.  In 
the  meantime,  however,  all.  is  not  entirely 
well  even  on  the  side  of  the  Allies.  Pro- 
secutions for  smuggling  into  this  country, 
especially  into  Liverpool  and  similar  seaport 
towns,  have  been  becoming  regrettably 
more  numerous,  and  even  more  ominous 
is  the .  position  in  the  Lebanon  and  Syria 
revealed  in  the  report  recently  issued  by 
Rmssell  Pasha  (chief  of  the  Egyptian 
Central  Narcotics  Intelligence  Bure.au). 
That  area  is  the  main  centre  of  cultivation 
of  Indian  hemp  {Canng,his  sativa).  Before 
the  war,  the  French  authorities  in  the 
Levant  had  declared  the  cultivation  of 
hashish  illegal.  The  troubles  that  overcame 
that  part  of  the  world  after  the  collapse 
of  France  are  fresh  in  the  minds  of  all,  and 
it  is  not  surprising  that  unscrupulous 
grower^  profited  by  them  to  replant  their 
fields  with  this  highly  remunerative  crop. 

The  problem  today,  with  Syrian  inde- 
•  pendence  proclaimed  but  French  influence 
still  recognised,  is  largely  one  of  co-opera- 
tion and  prestige.  Egypt's  concern  with 
the  narcotic  policy  of  her  neighbour  is 
apparent.  The  interest  of  Britain,  with  her 
Palestinian  commitments,  is  also  important. 

So  far  as  the  Middle  East  is  concerned 
there  seems  no  alternative  to  rigid  control 
at  the  source,  and  any  efforts  directed  to  the 
achievement  of  this  end,  even  before  the 
end  of  the  war,  will  be  warmly  applauded, 
not  least  by  the  legitimate  manufacturers 
and  distributors  in  this  country.  Other 
areas  may  require  more  complicated  machi- 
nery. In  this  connexion,  it  is  noted  that  the 
Permanent  Central  Opium  Board  reported 
on  May  1 5  that  it  had  reason  to  believe 
that  the  military  and  civil  authorities  con- 
cerned were  giving  attention  to  the  problem 
of  restoring  control  in  enemy-occupied 
countries  after  their  liberation. 

Stages  in  Restoration  of  Control 

The  Board  considers  that  there  rnay  be 
three  stages  for  which  provision  may  be 
necessary:  (i)  The  period  of  military  con- 
trol ;  •  (2)  the  period  of  re-establishment  of 
national  administration,  with  allied  occupa- 
tion and  supervision ;  and  (3)  the  initial 
period  of  full  national  control.  During  the 
first  stage.  Regulations  should,  require  all 
stocks  of  drugs  in  civilian  hands  to  be 
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notified  and  placed  under  control  of  the 
designated  authority.  No  imports  of  drugs 
should  be  allowed  for  civilian  use  except 
under  licence.  Civilian  supplies  should  be 
allowed  solely  on  prescription,  and  periodical 
returns  of  transactions  and  stocks  made  by 
the  relief  organisations  and  firms.  Any 
factory  manufacturing  drugs  should  be 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  authority 
in  that  country,  and  no  new  factory  should 
be  allowed  to  start  production  except  under 
licence.  Imports  of  raw  materials  from 
which  the  drugs  are  made  should  be 
prohibited  except  under  licence,  and  any 
produced  within  a  country  should  like- 
wise be  under  control.  Organisation  and 
control  in  the  second  and  third  stages 
should  develop  naturally  out  of  the  measures 
taken  during  the  military  occupation,  and 
lead  on  to  restoration  of  the  full  system 
established  under  the  1925  and.  1931 
Conventions. 

Sources  of  Nitrogen 

In  few  commodities  so  much  as  in  the 
nitrates  group  of  chemicals  are  politics  and 
economics  seen  to  be  so  closely  interwoven. 
It  was  a  political  weapon — the  blockade  of 
Germany  by  the  Allies  in  the  1914-18  war — 
which,  by  cutting  of  the  then  chief  raw 
material  (Chilean  saltpetre),  stimulated 
technical  research  resulting  in  the  nitrogen 
fixation  process.  The  result  should  have  been 
a  greater  share  of  saltpetre  for  all  other 
users,  at  a  correspondingly  lower  price. 
Instead,  the  Chilean  product  also  slumped, 
because  other  nations  besides  ■  Germany 
found  it  advisable,  at  some  cost  in  economic 
advantage,  to  be  independent  of  alien 
sources  for  an  important  raw  material  for 
expldsives.  Among  these  countries  was  the 
United  States,  where  the  Bureau  of  Mines, 
in  a  report  on  the  year  1943  recently  issued, 
announced  that  domestic  capacity  for  the 
production  of  synthetic  ammonia  is  now 
' '  apparently  much  greater  than  any  prob- 
able post-war  demand."  In  all  countries 
the  post-war  demand  is  likely  to  be  much 
higher,  at  any  rate  for  a  time,  than  previous 
peace-time  consumption,  for  there  is  lee- 
way to  make  up  in  the  fertiliser  field.  This 
should  bring  about  some  revival  of  the 
original  commerce,  and  it  is  noteworthy  that 
the  war  has  brought  a  greater  demand  for 


Chilean  material.  But  the  political  co 
siderations  will  continue  to  apply  after  tl 
war  unless  international  agreement  can  1 
reached  on  armaments  limitation.  'The 
are  experts — and  by  no  means  all  of  the 
financially  interested  parties — who  argi 
strongly  that  whatever  other  restraints^a 
placed  upon  Germany  she  must  be  cor 
pelled  to  limit  or  even  abandon  her  pr 
duction  of  nitrogen  from  the  air.  Such 
policy  would  no  doubt  be  full  of  difficulti 
in  carrying  out,  since  the  air  is  still  free  in 
practical  if  no  longer  in  an  aviational  sens 
and  since,  moreover,  the  issue  is  by  i 
means  the  simple  one  of  war  and  peac 
T^here  are  legitimate  peace-time  appl 
tions  of  nitrogen,  even  for.  Germany,  ar 
if  she  is  to  be  compelled  to  purchase  h 
total  requirements  abroad,  it  follows  thi 
there  must  be  international  agreement  c 
what  is  a  fair  price  to  pay.  Otherwise  £ 
unfair  price  might  present  a  gratuitoi 
grievance  for  the  future. 
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Chinese  Deposits 

If  the  matter  were  left  to  pure  economi 
■nature  would  once  more  take  a  hand  in  tl 
situation,  for  not  only  are  the  Chilea 
minerals  still  there  for  the  working,  but 
is  understood  that  rich  nitrate  deposi 
have  been  discovered  in  the  Kansu  proi 
ince  of  China.  The  possible  uses  of  nitrati 
as  fertilisers  in  the  agricultural  exploitatic 
of  that  immense  and  thickly  populat( 
country  appear  unlimited,  and  it  may  l 
that  the  new  "find"  will  not  necessari 
cause  China  to  become  an  additional  nitrat 
exporting  country.  At  least  it  will  reduc 
however,  the  market  for  other  sourcei 
it  may  be  that  the  nitrates  will  provide  s 
instructive  field  for  experiment  in  what 
known  as  the  "economics  of  plenty."

and  his  stay  in  Western  Australia  enabled 
him  to  study  the  Austr'alian  sandalwood 
oil  industry  at  first  hand.  Following  his 
return  to  England,  he  brought  out  the  first 
edition  of  "Chemistry  of  Essential  Oils  and 
Artificial  Perfumes"  in  1899.  This  obtained 
immediate  recognition  as  the  standard 
English  work  on  the  subject,  a  position 
maintained  in  three  succeeding  editions. 

Work  on  Shellac  and  Pigments 

Shellac  next  attracted  his  attention,  and 
in  1 90 1  he  published  in  the  C.  &>  D.  a 
critical  paper  on  its  chemistry  and  analysis. 
The  reliability  of  Hubl's  method  and  its 
superiority  to  that  of  Wijs,  favoured  by 
American  chemists,  led  to  its  adoption  as 
the  standard  London  method  for  the  estima- 
tion of  resin,  and  it  may  be  recorded  that 
the  huge  number  of  samples  passing  through 
Dr.  Parry's  laboratories  during  the  1933-34 
"shellac  boom"  could  not  have  been  dealt 
with  by  any  other  means.  "The  Chemistry 
of  Pigments,"  by  Parry  and  Cooke,  appeared 
in  1902,  and  was  followed  by  papers  on 
essential  oils  and  related  materials,  includ- 
ing peppermint,  rosemary,  sandalwood,  rose 
and  lemon  oils,  and  turpentine. 

Dr.  Parry  was  called  to  the  Bar  at  Gray's 
Inn  in  1907.  An  important  outcome,  his 
volume  "  Food  and  Drugs,"  appeared  in 
191 1  and  achieved  instantaneous  success. 
Other  books  of  which  he  was  the  author 
included  smaller  works  on  "Commercial 
Contracts,"  "Arbitrations,"  "Gums  and 
Resins"  and  "Perfumery";  in  1925  the 
' '  Cyclopaedia  of  Perfumery ' ' ;  and  papers 
and  articles  in  collaboration  with  F.  C.  J. 
Bird,  J.  H.  Seager  and  G.  W.  Ferguson,  the 
subjects  ranging  from  the  adulteration  of 
saffron  to  a  study  of  the  apothecaries  of  old 
France.  He  also  contributed  considerable 
sections  to  Allen's  "Commercial  Organic 
Analysis"  and  Thorpe's  "Dictionary  of 
Applied  Chemistry."  Dr.  Parry  proved  a 
redoubtable  opponent  in  such  legal  con- 
troversies as  that  arising  over  lemon  oil  in 
1 909- II.  As  an  arbitrator  in  the  City  he 
was  in  frequent  demand,  and  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Council- of  the  British  Chem- 
ical and  Dyestuffs  Traders'  Association,  of 
the  Gums  and  Resins  Committee  of  the 
Imperial  Institute,  and  of  the  essential  oils 
subcommittee  of  the  Society  of  Public 
Analysts ;  a  president  of  his  local  horti- 
cultural society;  and  the  chairman  of 
British  Alkaloids,  Ltd.  A  few  weeks  ago 
he  celebrated  his  golden  wedding.

Looking  back  through  the  history  of  the 
knight-errant  who  is  the  subject  of  the 
present  sketch,  my  eye"  is  caught  at  the 
page  which  describes  him  sitting,  more 
years  ago  than  he  cares  to  recall,  in  the 
midst  of  a  family  conclave,  listening  to  his 
Uncle  Caleb.

As  you 
see,  I  am  getting  on  in  years,  and  as  I  have 
no  one  but  you  to  whom  to  leave  the  whole 
of  the  business  .  .  .,"  and  with  a  wide  sweep 
of  his  outstretched  arms  Uncle  Caleb 
adjures  the  world  to  witness  his  overwhelm- 
ing m'agnanimity,  becoming  speechless  as 
he  contemplates  the  extent  of  his  avuncular 
largesse. 

His  Aim  to  Please  Everybody 

The  conflict  in  Strathpeffer 's  brain  is 
one  he  dare  not  ventilate.  His  main  aim 
is  to  please  everybody  and  not  be  difficult 
and  stubborn ;  arguments  always  give  him 
such  a  headache. 
Consequently  he  is 
ready  to  capitu- 
late. Did  he  but 
know  it,  he  would 
reaUse  with  sur- 
prise that  he  was 
already  acting  in 
the  true  pharma- 
ceutical spirit.  But 
— and  there  is  just 
the  one  but — he 
considers  Uncle 
Caleb  has  always 
worked  much  too 
hard.  Why,  it  has  been  a  rarfe  occasion 
indeed  on  which  Uncle  Caleb  could 
leave  his  shop  and  visit  his  relations.  He 
has  seemed  to  be  perpetually  tied  to  that 
shop  of  his,  just  as  if  he  were  serving 
a  sentence  of  penal  servitude.

For  the  Society's  Arms 

Strathpeffer  looks  sadly  at  the  four  walls 
of .  his  pharmacy  and  slowly  walks  to  the 
dispensing  counter  to  begin  the  work  of 
the  day.  What  was  that  fatuous  expression 
Sproggs  used  when  he  left?  "Tickety-boo 
and  'onky-tonk!"  Perhaps  that  should  be 
put  on  the  arms  of  the  Society,  thinks 
Strathpeffer.  "Habenda  ..."  what  was 
it  now  ?  Anyway,  he  reflects,  it  would  be 
just  as  intelligible  .  .  .  and  just  as  sacred ! 

Uncle  Caleb  had  never  been  tired  of 
saying  that  pharmacy  had  been  a  hand- 
maiden for  so  long  that  its  muscles  had 
become  atrophied  in  the  genu-pectoral 
position.  Strathpeffer  felt  he  would  like  to 
add  that,  unlike  most  hand-maidens, 
pharmacy  had  to  leave  the  door  Open  day 
and  night.  ■ 

In  Strathpeffer  were  pure  and  lofty 
impulses,  though  they  could  not  overcome 
the  economic  necessities,  which  made  him 
fall  from  professional  grace  yet  could  not  be 
themselves  overcome.  It  was  Robert  Burns, 
in  his  commonplace  book  in  1784,  who 
wrote:  "Obscufe  I  am,  and  obscure  I  must 
be,"  yet  protested  that  there  was  much 
he  would  like  to  do.  A  little  alteration  to 
the  fine  verse  of  Burns  whispered  itself  in 
Strathpeffer's  heart  as  the  curtain  comes 
down : — 

■  E'en  then  a  wish,  I  mind  its  power, 
A  wish  that  to  my  latest  hour 
Shall  strongly  heave  my  breast. 
That  I  for  poor  Auld  "Pharm'c^^'s"  sake

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Southern    Rhodesian    Stramonium. — In 

Southern  Rhodesia  there  is  now  a  large- 
scale  collection  of  Datura  stramonium,  which 
grows  wild  as  a  weed  known  locally  as 
"stinkblaar."  In  pre-war  days  the  drug  was 
imported  from  Europe.  Several  tons  bf  the 
collected  material  have  been  sent  to  Great 
Britain  for  treatment,  and  in  the  future  it  is 
hoped  to  export  even  larger  quantities. 

South  African  Pharmacy  Board. — At  the 

sixtieth  meeting  of  the  South  African  Phar- 
macy Board  in  Cape  Town  recently,  Mr. 
A.  M.  Fyfie  was  elected  president  for  1944. 
In  returning  thanks  for  his  election  he  said 
there  was  a  great  deal  of  work  in  front  of  the 
Board,  including  provision  for  pharmacy 
students  who  would  be  returning  from  active 
service.  Mr.  John  Christie,  M.P.,  who  had 
been  president  for  the  previous  fifteen  years 
was  appeinted  vice-president. 

Antitoxin  to   Combat  Lamsiekte.  —  The 

successful  introduction  of  an  antitoxin 
against  lamsiekte,  a  form  of  paralysis 
among  cattle  and  one  of  the  most  serious 
cattle  diseases  in  S.  Africa,  was  described  by 
Dr.  P.  J.  du  Toit  (director  of  the  Division 
of  Veterinary  Services)  recently.  He  stated 
that  after  the  war,  when  it  became  possible 
to  get  the  necessary  laboratory  equipment 
from  overseas,  the  laboratory  at  Onderste- 
poort  would  be  able  to  issue  the  antitoxin 
in  greater  quantities.  Dr.  du  Toit  empha- 
sised that  the  antitoxin  was  not  a  cure 
but  a  preventive.  It  was  somewhat  similar 
to  the  diphtheria  antitoxin  in  human 
beings.  It  was  used  in  Australia  for  the 
same  type  of  disease,  but  the  variety  of  the 
diseiase  in  South  Africa  was  such  that  it 
was  essential  to  make  a  special  type  of 
antitoxin  there.  The  reason  why  the 
preparation  had  not  yet  been  placed  on  the 
market  was  that  not  enough  laboratory 
equipment  was  yet  available. 

Government  Report  on  Drug  Supplies. — 

South  Africa  is  assured  of  adequate  supplies 
of  essential  drugs  and  chemicals  during 
1944,  according  to  a  recent  bulletin  of  the 
Director-General  of  Supplies.  The  chief 
supplier  will  be  the  United  States,  a  large 
consignment  from  which  source  is  expected 
at  an  early  date.  To  ensure  equitable  dis- 
tribution to  all  registered  importers,  a  spec- 
ial non-profit-making  company  has  been 
formed,  under  the  auspices  of  the  D.G.S.

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Fungoid  Growth  in  Solution. — C.  D. — 

The  development  of  fungoid  growth  is  due 
to  absence  of  sufificient  preservative.  Un- 
less the  bottles  are  well  corked,  there  is 
always  a  tendency  to  loss  of  chloroform  by 
evaporation,  and  your  best  plan  is  to  in- 
crease the  amount  of  benzoic  acid  from 
2  dr.  to  2^  oz.

Removal  of  Rust. — S.  D. — Removal  of 
rust  takes  time  if  it  has  eaten  deeply  into 
the  metal.  The  best  method  is  to  use  a 
solution  of  potassium  cyanide  (i  in  6)  and 
rub  well  over  the  surface  for  a  few  minutes. 
Then  rub  over  with  the  following  paste : —

Finally,  boil  out  the  copper  with  soap 
and  water.  Extreme  care  must  be  taken  not 
to  inhale  any  vapour  given  off. 

Sulphonated  Oils.^ — B.  K. — These  are 
made  by  the  action  of  sulphuric  acid  on  a 
fixed  oil,  excessive  increase-  in  temperature 
being  prevented  by  chilling.  After  the  re- 
action ceases,  the  oil  is  washed  and  neu- 
tralised with  alkali.  The  linkage  of  the  acid 
to  the  oil  is  through  oxygen,  and  not  sulphur, 
so  it  would  be  better  to  call  them  sulphated 
rather  than  sulphonated.  If  the  oil  is  com- 
pletely sulphated,  i.e.  allowed  to  react  with 
the  maximum  amount  of  sulphuric  acid, 
the  product  is  entirely  soluble  in  water.  If 
incompletely  sulphated,  it  is  not  com- 
pletely soluble.  Turkey  red  oil  (sulphated 
castor  oil)  is  largely  used  in  the  dyeing 
industry  as  a  wetting  agent  in  place  of  soap, 
and  other  sulphated  oils  are  used  in  making 
soapless  shampoos  and  shaving  creams. 

Hypochromic  Anaemia. —  A.  S.  —  This 
term  is  used  to  describe  the  anaemias  in 
which  the  red  blood  corpuscles  are  below 
normal,  while  those  remaining  contain  a 
subnormal  amount  of  haemoglobin.  The 
cases  represent  about  90  per  cent,  of  all 
anaemias,  and  provide  by  far  the  greatest 
number  of  cases  to  come  to  the  notice  of 
the  pharmacist.  Iron  preparations  are  of 
highest  value.  Salts  of  iron  are  to  a  great 
extent  converted  into  chlorides  in  the 
stomach,  and  exsiccated  ferrous  sulphate 
(tab.  ferri  sulph.,  N.W.F.)  is  therefore 
perhaps  the  best  preparation  to  administer. 
One  tablet  three  times  a  day  after  meals  is 
given  for  two  months.   At  the  end  of  the 


second  month  a  maintenance  dose  of  01 
tablet  twice  a  week  may  be  given  for  a  f i 
weeks.  As  a  general  rule,  no  other  theraf 
is  required ;  but  if  the  results  are  not  cor 
plete,  a  course  of  mixed  vitamin  table 
often  produces  improvement.

Milk  should  n( 
be  drawn  all  at  one  time,  and  longer  ar 
longer  times  should  be  allowed  to  elap;

cent.)  after  a  hot  bath  and  an  applicatic 
of  a  solution  containing  derris  dustit 
powder  4  oz.,  soap  18  dr.,  in  one  gallon 
water.  In  the  Fifth  Supplement  to  tt 
B.P.C.,  published  in  1942,  it  is  stated  und< 
the  heading  "Prepared  Derris"  that  th 
is  used  in  the  treatment  of  scabies  in  tl 
form  of  an  application  containing  abot 
4  oz.  of  the  powder,  with  i  oz.  of  soap 
about  a  gall,  of  warm  water.  After  a  pr 
liminary  warm  bath  the  application 
applied  with  cotton  wool  all  over  the  bod; 
paying  particular  attention  to  the  spots  0 
the  hands,  wrists,  armpits  and  groins.  It 
allowed  to  dry  on  the  body,  and  the  applic; 
tion  repeated  night  and  morning  for  thri 
or  four  days.  In  some  cases  these  prepari 
tions  produce  a  burning  sensation  of  tl 
skin,  and  an  excoriating  dermatitis  whic 
particularly  affects  the  genital  .regions  an 
usually  subsides  within  a  week  after  ceasii 
treatment.
